AN INTERESTING REPORT FROM OVERSEAS 


(Reprinted from the January 1, 1959 issue of The Shorthorn World.) 


S & G Prince Charles x 
Doing Well in New Zealand 


When breeders from the countries on 
the other side of the world visit North 
America for the purchase of buying seed 
stock, they usually select our best. Be- 
cause it is easy to lose track of these 
animals after delivery to far away coun- 
tries, we welcome letters from the own- 
ers. From New Zealand comes a letter 
from Miss Elizabeth Brown of Weldon 
Downs, Scargill, R. D. 3, Amberley, North 
Canterbury, daughter of W. H. Brown, 
who purchased S & G Prince Charles x, 
two-year-old son of the International 
grand champion S & G Admiration in the 
Tulleevin Polled Shorthorn Sale last 
March. This interesting letter, addressed 
to D. J. O’Conor, Jr., co-owner with Char- 
les South of the Tulleevin Herd at Frank- 
lin, Ohio, reads as follows: 


“My father, W. H. Brown, has asked me 
to give you a progress report on the bull, 
S & G Prince Charles x, which he bought 
from you. 


“Prince Charles arrived at our farm 
almost a fortnight ago after spending 
thirty days in quarantine on an island in 
the Auckland Harbour with the other

In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder notice shall be given 
to the seller within six months of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 
months of age, if purchased under 14 months of age. 


3. With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are guaran- 
teed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by a heavy or 
old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in calf 
must be reported to the seller within three months after date of sale. Females 
over 14 months of age sold open, not settling within six months after date of sale, 
shall be promptly reported to the seller. 


4. When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller has the option 
of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or of 
having the animal returned for a trial for a period not to exceed six months.
